Menlo Park: In Vanguard 
Of Scientific Progress? 


Recently, it was announced from Washington, some 
$3,000,000 was appropriated for pilot studies on which will 
be based, some day, plans for the proposed two-mile-long 
linear accelerator which is proposed to be built on Stanford 
university lands in San Mateo County. 

As, if and when the research device becomes a reality, 
it will add to Menlo Park’s prestige as one of the commu- 
nities of the nation that stands in the forefront of scien- 
tific progress. And bear in mind that, as more is learned 
about the friendly atom, the more extensive the peaceful 
uses of nuclear phenomena. 

Of course, actual construction of the proposed $150,- 
000,000 device may be a long way off. 

But the federal government, by allocating funds for 
the advance studies, sort of commits itself to action some 
day. 

It is to be hoped that the present expenditure will not 
be wasted through the medium of filing and forgetting the 
results.

Things Might Not Be 
As Bad as Some Say 

There’s been plenty of talk of “recession” in the past 
few months and there’s been reason for it. The picture isn’t 
all black, though, and only the most dedicated pessimist 
would see a hopeless future: 

“New construction in California is estimated to total 
$7 billion in 1961 according to a study released yesterday 
by the California State Chamber of Commerce Depart- 
ment of Economic Development and Research. “This is an 
all time high, and will be $309,000,000 or 4.6 per cent 
greater than 1960,’ the report said. 

“The total is a composite of both public and private 
spending. It does not include cither maintenance or oper- 
ation. 

“In explanation the Chamber study observed: ‘Cali- 
fornia’s prodigious growth in'both population and indus- 
trialization has generated large needs for housing, fac- 
tories, service establishments, utilities, highways, sewers 
and other facilities which are essential in urbanized indus- 
trial living. These require construction on a vast scale’.” 

“Personal income in the California from Contract con- 
struction in 1959 amounted to 2.5 billion, a doubling since 
1950. Construction employment accounts for some 6.37 
per cent of toal employment, substantially higher than the 
national average of 5:34 per cent.” 

And so on. 

With projections like this, put together by responsible 
observers of the statewide scene before us, it seems some- 


what difficult to consistently howl that calamity is awaiting ~ 


the state’s economy. 

That there are the economy, we're 
willing to concede. But basically there’s a.lot of work to 
be done, in order to accommodate that growth in the State 
Chamber of Commerce speaks of. 

Keeping up with that growth can be both challenging 
and rewarding.

City Planting Policies 


Several months ago, when 
Cpuncilman Silas Payne was 
still a member of the city plan- 
ning commission, he took oc- 
casion to observe that the own- 
er of a single-family home was 
just about the hardest-working 
type of landlord there was. 

Apartment house owners, he 
noted, won’t put the time into 
such improvements as_ lands- 
caping and, when revenues 
start to fall, they tend to get 
discouraged. 

Payne also noted that the 
owner of a single-family home 
will probably keep putting 
money into landscaping and 
paint long after such a prac- 
tice ceases to be economical — 
if it ever is. 

If he’d extended his re- 
marks to include municipal 
housekeeping, Payne proba- 
bly would have put public 
agencies into much the same 
category of plant maintain- 
ers as the landlords of apart- 
ment houses — with the ex- 
ception of the fact that ci- 
ties, school districts and the 
like aren’t threatened with 
vacancies and subsequent 
loss of revenues. 

What all this leads up to is 
the observation that the public 
agencies, like apartment house 
owners, have to landscape for 
efficiency as well as beauty. 
And they have to consider a 
couple of things that the aver- 
age homeowner wouldn't wor- 
ry too much about.

on public property in observ- 
ance of Arbor Day, they, too, 
have to call at the head of- 
fice of the agency involved 
and learn the specifications. 

The master plan, by the way, 
isn’t drawn up by a visionary 
who’s going to have the “most 
beautiful” of everything. 

The landscape architect first 
must consider the hardiness 
and maintenance costs of the 
plants he recommends. 

Considering that there are 
thousands of streetside trees in 
Menlo Park and hundreds of 
others on school grounds and 
in parks, the selectors have 
done a magnificent job. Few if 
any of the trees planted by 
public agencies in the past 10 
years have died or become dis- 
eased. 

Next, the tree-and-bush selec- 
tor has to be sure he’s not rec- 
ommending anything that’s too 
hardy.

Street department crewmen 
are still dealing with trees 
planted years ago, which since 
have started to buckle side- 
walks and render pavements 
lumpy. 


Too, they’ve got to watch 
out for trees which might be- 
come too lofty. Any threat to 
“top” a tree which looks like 
it might interfere with pow- 
er lines brings agonized out- 
cries from residents of the 
neighborhood, so it’s been 
found better not to plant 
such trees in the first place. 

Use of shrubs is not exten- 
sive on public property and 
the reason for this, it would 
appear, is that clumps of dense 
foliage are sometimes used for 
concealment by criminals, 
prowlers, and other aberrant 
individuals. 

A survey of playgrounds and 
public school sites in the Men- 
lo Park area will show that 
there’s very little shrubbery in- 
deed, except for individual 
bushes and these are usually 
very close to buildings. 

As for smaller plants, the 
same rules have to be follow- 
ed: They can’t be messy, can't 
require extensive maintenance, 
and they have to fit in the 
“master plan.” 

Partisans of hothouse-type 
plants may get a little discour- 
aged by all this insistence on 
utility and hardiness, but there 
is another group of citizens 
who'd get both discouraged 
and loud if they felt tax money 


was being wasted.

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In the Garden: 
Viburnums 
Are Very 
Special 


If you’ve whiffed the heady 
fragrance of a viburnum in 
bloom, you’ve savored one of 
nature’s sweetest gifts to the 
gardener. And if you don’t long 
for it in your own garden there 
is something wrong with your 
sense of smell. 

On the other hand you don’t 
have to smell viburnums to en- 
joy them. Their waxy heads of 


bloom, some of them not un- | 


like a giant daphne, are reason 
enough to plant them. And 
some viburnums, notably the 
familiar snowball tree, have no 
fragrance anyway. We plant 
and enjoy them solely for their 
looks. 

The Burkwood and Carlesi 
viburnums, similar in bloom 
and in the heavenly fra- 
grance they impart, are am- 
ong the best known of the 
family in California. Both 
are usually deciduous, but 
the former is more nearly 
evergreen in mild winters. 
Carlesi is rangier in habit, 
growing to eight feet or 
more. Burkwood is the more 
compact, shrubbing out to 
six feet in width and only 
five or six feet tall. Both 
bear their fragrant flower 
heads in spring. 

The Common Snowball, a 
star performer in anybody’s 
garden, can become, literally, 
a mass of white blooms the size 
of tennis balls each spring. 
And in fall before shedding its 

leaves, a Snowball gives a love- 
ly show of red autumn color— 
even in our mild California 
weather. 

Evergreen viburnums are 
planted as much — and occa- 
sionally more — for their 
foliagé as for their bloom. 
The Sandankwa viburnum, 
however, is recommended for 
both foliage and bloom, and 
as an added bonus, its fra- 
grance is heavenly. This fine 
shrub serves equally well as 
a specimen, as in informal 
hedge or as a screen. 

Others to be found are: 

Sweet viburnum, Leatherleaf 
viburnum and Laurestinus vi- 
burnum, the latter an old-fash- 


ioned favorite with many a| 
veteran gardener. These are all | 


evergreen, all fragrant and all 
worth growing in your garden.
